theatrical entertainment in which 
poetry, music, gesture, painting and the 
plastic arts were’ to co-operate on @ 
basis of complete interdependence and 
common aim, the inspiring purpose of 
all being dramatic expression. The 
starting point of his reformatory ideas 
was that music had ‘usurped a place 
which does not belong to it in the lyric: 
drama. It should be a means, and had 
become the ain. 

As an esthetic principle, he contended 
that it lies in the nature of music to bo 
not the end, but a medium of dramatic 
expression. Ile therefore reversed the 
old relations of librettist and composer 
and made music, which can only ad- 
dress itself to the emotions and imagina- 
tion, dependent for form, spirit and 
character on the poetry, which can ap- 
peal to reason as well. Asa musical 
form of expression, Wagner held that 
rhyme is useless, because it implies the 
identity of the consonants succeeding 
the vowels, and jfhese consonants are 
lost because only the vowels can bed welt 
on. The first consonant of a word can 
not be lost, however, because it is that 
which gives physiognomy; and since 


| repetition makes an agreeable cadence, 
he substituted alliteration for rhyme in 


the significant portions of his verses. 

This theory, however, he. put into 
practice onlyin ‘*Tristian und Isolde” 
and “Der Ring des Nibelungen;” in 
“Parsifal” he recurred ‘to rhyme. From 
the verse melody thus obtained he de- 
sired the musical melody to spring, 
words and music becoming lovingly 
merged ineach other, each ‘sacrificing 
enough of selfishness to make the union 
possible. This means that for the sake 
of truth Wagner brought declamation 
forward as the first and most essential 
element in dramatic singing. The mel- 
ody, in the sense in which the word is 
generally understood, has to a great ex- 
tent been relegated to the orchestra, 
where it is woven into a great sym- 
phonic fabric, in which, no less than one 
stage, the drama is worked out. 

In his vocal part the aim is to achieve 
through the music an increased impress- 
iveness for the poetry, and to this end 

raises it to a kind of intensified 
pecch, which retains as much as possi- 
ble of the distinctness of ordinary dia- 
logue, with its emotional capacity raised 
toa higher power.—Harper’s Monthly.

Now, I submit, these pauper 
dishes cf effete: Europe have no business 
competing with the infant food industry 
of the United States.”

“There ought to be a prohibitive 
tariff on French words imported to this 
country for use on bills of fare, and 
thus crowding out our own toothsome 
and juicy orthographical combinations. 

‘This patriotic movement should be- 
gin in the White House. The Presi- 
dent of these great and glorious States, 
my dear sir, when he gives a dinner, 
should give us North Américan dishes 
that North Americans can understand; 
something like these: ‘Cabbage soup, 
Cincinnati style; ‘Roast Ribs of Beef, 
Chicago style; ‘Spare Ribs, Kansas City 
style;’ ‘Scrapple, Philadelphia style.’

TONS OF* NEWSPAPERS. 
Journals of the United Kingdom on File 


at the British Museum. 
Since October, 1888, an important work 
| in connection with the cataloguing and 
rearranging of the files of the newspa- 
pers of the United Kingdom has heen 
going on at the British Museum. The 
work has now been brought down to 
1873. Every volume has been carefully 
examined, and all the important points 
in regard to it indicated in the cata- 
logue. Much labor has been spent in 
sizing and arranging the papers year by 
year. By tilis means a considerable 
amount of press-room has been gained. 

The papers are arranged according to 
date. Every volume is numbered out- 
side. Each year has a distinct set of 
numbers, except in the case of the ear- 
lier date’, where the number of volumes 
in a year is so smal] as to make this un- 
necessary. The year 1831 is represented 
by only 41 volumes, each volume con- 
taining the files of from two te five 
newspapers, while 1840 has 86 volumes, 
1850 has 130 velumes, 1860 has, 256 vol- 
umes and 1870 has 827 volumes; while 
for 1687 there are no fewer.than 372 vol- 
umes; 1847 takes‘up 3 presses occupying 
a space of 59 square feet, while 1887 re- 
quires 16 presses and occupies $67 square 
fect. There are more than 1,200 dis- 
tinct papers for 1887, while for 1847 the 
number did not exceed 300. 

The approximate weight of English, 
Scotch and lrish papcrs in the presses at 
the museum is 450 tons The files for 
|thitteen yeurs have still to be gone 
through before the work is complete. 
As soon as this is done a list of the new 
papers, with their respective numbers, 
will be placed in the reading-room, and 
it will then be as easy to obtain the file 
of a newspaper of a hundred years ago 
a8 itnow is to praoure any book in the 
Tréading-room.

of us take the trouble to notice the 
wide difference between them? 

We do not now mean to direct atten- 
tion to the obvious and superficial fact 
that our President is chosen by the peo- 
ple, while the Governor-General of the 
Dominion is appointed by Queen Vic 
toria. Were the Canadians to elect 
their Governor-General to-morrow, the 
profound and vital differences between 
the two federative systems would still 
exist. 

The fundamental distinction between 
the Dominion constitution and our Own 
| is that by the former all powers not ¢x- 
| pressly delegated to the provinces are 
reserved to the federation, whereas the 
federal organic law of this country is 
based upon precisely the contrary prin- 
ciple. | 

Passing to details, we observe that 
the Dominion government has exclusive 
control of the Canadian militia, whereas 
on this side of tho border the citizen 
soldiers are. controlled by the several 
States. Here we have State judiciaries; 
there the judges of the supreme, SU- 
perior and county courts of the prov- 
inces are appointed by the federal ex-

ecutive. Finally, the federal govern- 
ment of the Dominion has the power to 
nullify provincial legislation not only 
on the score of constitutionality, but by 
interposing an arbitrary veto. 

The most outspoken advocates of a 
federal government in the Philadclpbia 
convention of 1787—even lUamilton 
himself—did not venture to propose a 
System so subversive of State rizhts as 
that which al! the provinces of British 
North America, except Newfoundland, 
have accepted. No such scheme would 
have had any chance of adoption by our 
State conventions at that epoch, for the 
reason that we had not so much to fear 
from possible encroachments of power- 
ful neighbors on this continent as the 
Canadians have Dow. 

It was because they lay in the tre- 
mendous shadow of the great American 
Republic that the Canadian provinces 
reluctantly assented to the sweeping 
sacrifice of their local rights imposed by | 
the Dominion constitution.—N.. Y.
